Key Component Issues for FY2003 — 2004

The State Revenue Sharing and Safe Communities programs continue to be important sources of funding for Alaska's

local governments, particularly the small rural cities that have little or no tax bases. For many of the rural cities, these
funds still represent a significant portion of their operating budgets. In FY 86, these programs totaled $140,939,000; in
FY 03 these programs totaled $29,630,700, nearly an 80% decrease in annual funding before adjustments for inflation.

Funding distributed to local governments under this program will be reduced by 25% in FY 2004 (see also services
changes).
